Col||B^^y Declares John 
IVKlsdn First Canadian 
Statesman 



JOHN NEILSON, the Journalist 
who had such a meteoirlc 
career in Canadian politics, was 
Canada's first true statesman and' 
• he is- one whom- every - Canadian ; 
might emulate, ' statièdi Col .Wll- , 
frld Bovey, head of the depart- 
ment of extra-mural relations at 
McGUI, in a speech delivered Fri- 
day evening oyer station CKAC 
in the Provincial Hour broadcast: . 
; John Nellson took, control of 
the Quebec Gazette in, 1796 at 
the'age of twehty.-stjç.\,His paper,:

Beethoven Concerto, 
Brilliantly Rendered 
By , Georges Enesco 

Visiting Guest Artist With 
Montreal Orchestra 
Yesterday 

ANNUAL APPEAL 

Extirëmely bifficult "Ports- 
mouth Point" Number 
Drew Much Applause 

Of all the theories as to why an 
orchestra Is good or bad, whether 
they touch upon the musicians, them- 
selves, ui>on the conductor, the size 
of the audience, 1^ receptlvehess,. or 
upon that tangible thing called spirit, 
the Montreal Orchestra must admit 
that the most beneficial influence up- 
on its performances at the present 
time is the advent of a competent 
guest . . artist, : and ;• in proof of this, 
was r'yesierday's concert, when the 
Beethoven violin concerto was per- 
formed with Georges Enesco. 

It was a concert -in which Beetho- 
ven-;wa£fr recreated, '.not as by an or- 
dii»ry;muslcal student, but as if that 
German classic-romanticist himself 
were -gûldlng the music. Enesco made 
him talk eloquentlyj': whether i'diUrlhg 
the long ^denzas,. or 'during the rest 
of his , playing virlth. the orchestra, 
and the musicians taking the lead, 
followed him In.thls respect to give 
one'' of the" best Beethoven perform- 
ances* of ; the <^hestra,B 'careër. ifin- 
eaeo is hot one of tfiese:; technically 
perfect instrumentalists; his violin 
séemed .lost in a :great musical; per- 
sonality; 'the bow Eeeihed:;àt.1times; a 
trouiiiè^me though necessary ad- 
junct; > the ndtes themselves were not 
always exactly centred; and the tone 
during some of the difficult pas- 
sages was hoarse; .-.but. .all- this was 
negligible when ^comparedf'^tOi the vi- 
tality that was;givenVto the music. "■'

And The Critics ^ . 

npHERE is a dSBcaâc which, Uke measleA, comes 
onoe to every dramatic cvltlc, but' which, un- 
like meaalcs, generally " attacks the patient during 
the ildél^ly ybtiii. It is caused by the appearance 
ol a new Hamlet, and is by nature a sudden con- 
oetitratlon or the virus academlooccus in the spleen, 
inànlirèiteà liy such ^érbal reactions as: '"rhcHam- 
iét of soi and so was a strange creature. , Not 
grââping many or thé subtle psychological points 
^h\th make that character the most proround 
study or aU lltprature ... etc. etc. ... Hie pro- 
duction was an extraordinary one. The structure 
of the play as conceived by the greatest of .all 
siruotural artists was flouted, aim and meaning 
changed In the most flagrant manner . . . etc. . . ■ 
tc. . ) . He who would edit Shakespeare does so at 
hW elwn risk. Can one pit one's puny wits against 
his genius? ..." •

m the first place, the very fact that the Quarto 
version given was hot the one we know, should 
have been considered the main justification for' the 
whole perf6rmahce for In that lies its experimental 
and educational Interest and value. Doing .the

ihêltle of the players by inviting Invidloiis com- 
parison with a hundred and one professional offer- 
ings. Amateurs should take us away from already 
adventured paths, and show us (old familiar 
wordsl) what we wbUld have otherwise no chance 
6f seeing.'
